taken up now to pleafe or rua ia with

the Times, and to gratifie thofe who 
may for any private or Party Defigns, 
puth at this new Correfpondence with 
France; but ever fince the firft War 
began, and upon all Occafions it has 
been my Opinion; Ihave offer’d it 
frequently both in Publick and in P:i- 
vate s I have Printed i¢ ia the Second 
Vol. of thefe Papers above five Years 
ago; I had the Honour to detend this 
Opision, and give my Reafons fer it, 
before both the Houle of Commens, 
and before the Privy Counfel in the 
late Reigns, and I have never feen 
any Reafon yet to recede from it; I 
faid openly in Print, the Dusch did it, 
becaule their Trading Byes were oven, 
and we did not, becaufe ours were 
fhut, and { chink fo ftill. 


Thefe Things being firft premis’d, as I 
faid before, 1am for a Trade with France. 

My firft Reafon, becaufe we ought to 
Trade with every Nation we can get by5 
andit is very apparent, the Trade to Frence 
has ‘been carryed on by the Dutch, not- 
withftanding the War, to very great Ad- 
vantage, and may be fo by us ——— Tha: 
the Dutch have been vaft Gainers by aTrade 
with France, has been paft all Queftior, 
aod is confirm’d by, 1. Their Willingacfs to 
open that Trade at the beginning, and 
2. By their Wawillingnefs to part with it at 
laft ——— Two Things will beara Remark 
here ; fir, The City of Amfterdam was 
the only Place which fhewed an Uneatinels 
at the laft War, and indeed ar this too3 
and as Ihave been told, for I would not 
Slander them, were eager for a Peace, al- 
moft to Clamour; the Reafon was plain; 
their Commerce was fo confiderable to 
Franse, that the ftop of it was too fenfible 
a-Lofs, not to pinch them forély; as foon 
as the Commerce with France was open’d, 
and the King of France, blindly enough truly, 
yielded toa Trade with Hollamd, no City 
in the United Provinces fo Vigorous for 
the Profecution of the War, as Amfter- 
dem, fo Z-alous for the Caule, fo forward 
to Contribute, fo willing toAfift, and fo 


averfe to the feveral Propofitions of Peace — 
Whence came the Alteration? — 


Wi0 any Man go farcher for it than this ? — 
The Trade that Enrich’d them was _ 


oven, they drove all their own Trade with 


France, and good part of ours t00 ————e 
a free Trade with — 


Aud give but AmSerdam 
France, and our Trade fhut op, I dare fay 


_ they will never upon any private Account, 


complain of the length of the War, tho’ it 
were tolafta Hundred Years. At the 
fame time allowing, that the City of Ast. 
Serdam pays as much to the War, as any 
three Cities of its bigaefs, in the whole 
Confederacy. 

Here, as Thinted in my laft about Corn 
and Lead, bere 2/1, was the Englifh Tradé 
with France carried on: Here the South- 
Sea Merchants of $t. Malo, bought T wer- 
ty Thoufand Pound Sterling in Bwglifh Ma- 
nofaétures at once, tofupply the Spanifb 
Weft-Indies, and bring Home whole Carz-: 
goes of Silver—while we fit Gil, {ell thofe 
Goods to the Dxtch for littte or nothing, or 
rather buy them for them at firft Coft, for 
2 per Cent. Commiffion, and lerthe Dutch 
make 10, 12, of 15 per Cent. of them again 
to France, 

This is Matter of Fa&, and many In- 
fiances of the like Blindnefs, is to be feen 
ia our prefent Management of our Trade 
with France—— Hence it comes, that one 
Merchent in Amfterdam, whole Name I 
could tell alfo, and I am acquainted with, 
has given Commiffions to England for 
Woollen Goods, Broad-Cloath, Kerfeys, 
Sc. Serges, Druggets, Perpetuams and 
Bays, forabove two Hundred Thoufand 
Pounps Sterl. in cne Year. And who 
has the Lofs? Certainly if our Goods went 
direétly to France, the Profit muft be our. 
own: I could rua through almoft every 
Article of Trade in the fame macner s our 
Corn, Lead, Tin, Leather, Tobacco, and 
rN Ls Goods And above all, our 
Fifh. 

We have talked mach of Improving Scot- 
band by the. Union, and the great Encreale 
of their Fifhery by the help of our Merchants 
applying themfelves to it —— What little 


has 


——- 


a ame to tellof it, J might: But 
Til tell you what Lofs ia their Trade the 
_ Scots have had by the Union, whict you 
have never yet repair'd; and that is, You 
Beene them into this unhappy Prohibiti- 
on of Commerce, by which you ftop’d them 
- from an Export of near 40000}. per An. in 
Fit, which they curd every Year by the 
Labour of their Poor, and Shipped away 
to Framce, inthe Room of this, in four 
Year you have never bought from them 
Ten Thoufand Pounds in Fifh, nor any Bo- 
dy elfe by your Meauss but the Duscb 
come and catch the Fifh at their Doors, and 
carry them to Framee, the Market which 
the Scots had before, and the Poor Fifher- 
Men in Scothasd may blew their Fingers in- 
ftead of curiag of Fifh, 

Thus you fee Frénce has had your Manc- 
fadtures for their Weft-India Trade, with- 
out which, they could not have carried it 
ons they have had Fith without our Im- 
provement, and we have given the Profit 
away to another. 

The like miglit be faid in the Tobacco 
Trade, which we have *baulk’d our 
Trade of near fix Thoufand Hogfheads of 
Tobacco a Year, at thefame Time that our 
Fobacco for want of a Market, will not pay 
its own Freight, but brings the Planter in 
Debt for carrying it to Market 4 this is the 
Reafon, why the Dusch tor want of Quanti- 
ty, Plant Tobacco in Guildres and Hei- 
‘ault, whenour Colony in Virginia and Ma- 
ryland is grown to that height, that they 
€an produce more Tobaeco, than all the 
World can Confume, and for want of a 
Trade, are like to turn their Hands to 
Corn, Husbandry, aod Menufaétures, to 
the Rui of one of the beft Articles of our 
Exportation, viz. Our own Colonics of 4 
MEViCs. 

When will this Nation ceafe to be the 
blindeft of all che open-Ey’d Nations of 
the World ? When fhall we Ieara to Sl 
our feeling ? If thefe Thipgs are not fufh- 
cient toawaken you, I may helpyos to fome 
more that will. 


If nothing elfe would have eoavine?d | 
Of the Lofs to®mgiend, by. the Daub bes 
ving ao open Trade with Frenco without ws, 
it might have been feen by the Article of 
Shipping $ £ have kown the ‘Trede to 
France Employ 400 Sail of Englifh Ships at 
once; far thac Trade is always avd ta 
in our own Ships 3 for thefe laf Years, you 
might fea your owa Ports full of PurebShips, 
carcying on that Delicious Trade which we 
have caft off as a Child cafts its Food 
from it, not knowing that it is the Nourth-

At laft, the French Kittg who does not 
always want Spe@acles, has (een his Miftake, 
and has cefufed the Dutch this profitable 
Trade———-—= I¢ is nothing to me or to my 
Argument, why he has done it now 
But if he had had any Defign to have the 
Hellanders make Peace with him, be thould 
have done it before. 

And are the Dusch glad of it ? Do they 
return a mutual Prohibition? Do they 
think the matter of equal Confequeace, or 
has it been a furprize opon them? Have 
they endeavour’d to prevent it? Have they 
Sollicited by Agengs, om purpofe, if poflible, 
to avoid it I think any Body may 
fee into the Cafe, without the Afiiftance 
of an Explication Itis certainly a 
Great Blow to theic Trade and they would
